The clamor of rival 
partisans, the injection of personali- 
ties and promiscuous handshaking 
does not tend to concentrate the mind 
of the voter upon the welfare of the 
great government and its numerous 
institutions in which he is interested.

First Lady of Spain Interest 
ed in Phones 


She Is the Only “Royal” Tele- 
phone Operator in the World, 
and Is Said to Be a Good 


One—A Description of Her 


Phone. 


London, August 17.—(Special.)-——The 
Queen of Spain, with her daughter, the 
Infanta Beatrice of Spain, is here ona 
visit, renewing girlhood acquaintances. 
Her majesty looks exceedingly well, 
and has been seen by and is seeing 
most of the notables left in England 
after the general exodus to the contl- 
nent and the new world, 

The queen paid a visit the other day 
to the principal London telephone ex- 
change and chatted to the “hello girls” 
just like a sister. Although it is not 
generally known, Alfonso’s capable 
consort is the only royal “hello girl.” 
In the royal palace at Madrid she pos- 
sesses what is probably the most .elab- 
Orate telephone receiver and transmit- 
ter in the world. It is made of solid 
Bilver, and was presented to her by 
the employees of the Spanish telephone 
company. The base is of Louis XV. de- 
sign, and is surmounted by four 
Hercules columns, at the foot of which 
sits a small boy supporting the Span- 
ish arms. He is in telephonic com- 
munication with a daintily-modeled 

english girl, beside whom crouches the 
British lion. On the top of the columns 
a renaissance arch supporis two 
Cupids, who hold aloft the microphone.

SCORED BY GRAND JURY 


Philadelphia, August 17.—Spectacu- 
lar raids On haunts of vice by the po- 
lice are severely criticised by the Au- 
gust grand jury in its final present- 
ments here.

“It can readily be seen that a law 
which seeks to change a fire insurance 
policy from a contract of tndemnity to 
one which compels a company to pay 
an amount of loss which the assured 
has not sustained, simply establishes a 
gambling contract and puts a premium 
upon incendiarism, and protects dis- 
honest claimants at the expense of the 
great mass of -policyholders who do 
not have fires.”

Will Eliminate “Wild-Catters.” 


“Probably one of the leading fea- 
tures of the new law, which will do 


ance companies in the state, is that 
companies chartered under the laws of 
Georgia to do a fire insurance bust- 
ness on the mutual, co-operative, or 
assessment plan, shall, before receiv- 
ing their license from the commission- 
er, deposit with the state treasurer 
registered bonds to the amount of $10,- 
000. This deposit is to be made under 
the same condition that heretofore 
has been met by non-resident fire 
companies, provided they shall not ap- 
(ply to such companies as operate in 
more than four counties in Georgia, or 
to the farmers’ co-operative companies 
doing business on the assessment plan, 
where their policies stipulate that all 
property, real and personal, of the 
policyholders is pledged for the pay- 
ment of the policy. The insurance com- 
missioner of Georgia has for the past 
ten years requested in his annual re- 
port that this law be passed, in order 
that he might have some amount of 
money on deposit in case the companies 
became insolvent.” 


Fred W.,. Cole’s Views. 

Fred W. Cole, a well-known local 
agent, thinks that the bill is conserv- 
ative, comprehensive and valuable to 
the people of the state. He says: 

“In briefly discussing the bill from 
the standpoint of local fire insurance 
agents, it is well to say that our In- 
terest in many of its provisions is that 
of citizens only. We favor the fire 
marshal provision, because an exam- 
ination Into the cause of fires by a 
state official will decrease incendiary 
fires and eventually lower rates, pro- 
vided the office is well administered. 
This section of the law is hardly 
complete as might be desired, but 
fords a good starting point, and 
easily strengthened by future 
islatures. 

“We have little personal interest in 
the ons limiting promotion ex- 
penses and regulating assessment com- 
panies.

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THE MODERN ALCHEMIST

N all ages the figure of the al- 
] chemist, that strange seeker after 
hidden knowledge that would en- 
'able him to change base metals into 
' gold, has found its way into literature 
and history, and always it has held the 
fancy of story writer and story reader.

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WORK HOME IS 
PLACE TO BEGIN 
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The fad of social settleemnt work, 
which has carried many young women 
farther away from home than is nec- 
essary, !s frequently misunderstood. 
The extremists in this as well as in 
nearly all movements for good pass by 
the objects directly around them which 
should command thelr first considera- 
tion, and go out of their way to find 
work to do. There are many who still 
remember the good little woman in 
the much-read book of some years ago, 
“Ships That Pass in the Night,” who 
left the sick one at home, who was her 
direct obligation, and went to attend 
the bedside of the neighbor. 

This woman Tepresents a type which 


planting flowers about the front yards 
of the people in the factory suburb, 
when they have left lonely on the 
front porch at home the tired, elderly 
relation, or even a little child danger- 
ously near the gutter as he wanders 
unattended out of the front yard. 


It Sometimes Misleads. 


Social work among those who need 
it is one of the best expressions of the 
philanthropic endeavor, but 
in its carrying influence led by great 
men and women, it sometimes misleads 
the sympathetic, and the young men 
and women, especially those who have 
become identified with the social life 
of the college or university settlement, 
wander out of their way and leave be- 
hind the sphere in which they could 
be the most useful workers. 

Socia) work is really not confined to 
any one element of people; it is as 
much needed now in the circles where 
the multi-milllonaires center as it is 
among the poorer people. The social 
settlement, as we know of it in famous 
Hull House, Chicago, has served as the 
experimental plant. It has proven how 
social work can be done. The prin- 
ciple of the Montessori system, now 
accepted as the best educational meth- 
od for the young child, has been some- 
what duplicated in the principles 
worked out in the socia] settlement 
work for the individual. 

Maria Montessori went 
picked out the defective child and 
worked out a plan of development. 
Having accomplished the most difficult 
problem, she found it easy to work out 
a method for the more normal or the 
evolved child. 

Social Settlement Work. 


it is In social settlement 
work. It was organized and tried out 
first amone the most defective and 
needy individuals of society. A method 
was sought and found to bring them to 
know their own needs, and they were 
led dpward and onward. The same 
principles of helpfulness and progress 
applied among them are the ones 
which can be adopted in the help of 
individuals in all elements of society. 
For instance, right now there is just 
as much need for the establishment of 
the right kind of amusements for the 
so-called better element of society as 
there is for those among the people 
who are under police protection in 
public dance halls. 

And the influence which can be 
brought to bear now to draw people of 
the leisure element away from the de- 
teriorating performance back to the 
appreciation of legitimate drama will 
be far greater than any I] know of 
which has exerted in the interest 
the dance hall of the slums. 
Wherever the more prosperous ele- 
ment go, the other element want to 
go, and just as soon as the right sort 
of show is put on and patronized by 
society in position to lead, then will 
there be less trouble about moderating 
the hower tastes of those people who 
have no social experience back of 
them.

Everything coming under the last 
message in pure foods will be shown, 
and interior decoratorg will have a 
chance to entertain the visiting women 
wares, those suit- 
able for the palatial home, the town 
house, the suburban home and the 
rural home. Similar exhibits wlll be 
made of all kinds of household fur- 
nishings. 

Beside these features of interest 
there will be an exhibition of woman's 
work which will include things artistic 
and practical, with especial encour- 
agement to the arts and crafts of rural 
women. 

It will be recalled that at ahe Appa- 
lachian exposition, held in Knoxville, 
a year ago, a group of Atlanta women 
under the leadership of Mrs. J. O. 
Wynn collected an exhibit of women’s 
work which was one of the most inter- 
esting in the woman’s building. Many 
blue ribbons decorated the exhibits, 
and the press gave generous notice to 
the showing made by the Atlanta club 
women.

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WOMEN SHOULD KNOW BEST 
WAY OF AIDING LEGISLATION 


It is to be hoped that at the forth- 
coming meeting of the federation some 
method may be decided upon by which 
the club women of the state may in an 
intelligent way back up the legisla- 
tive measures in which they are intér- 
ested. 

This work should not be delayed un- 
til the time of the meeting of the leg- 
islature, but it ghould be most active 
at the time the men who are going 
to the legislature are doing their cam- 
paigning. Since women still must do 
all work of this kind through per- 
sonal influence and intelligent public- 
ity, there should be a plan of work 
mapped out in this direction. 

First, every club woman should post 
herself first on just what the bill she 
ig interested in asks for. Then she 
should have facts well in hand to 
prove the worthiness of the Dill and 
concise literature on the subject. 

Then there should be a committee 
on publicity—women who Can write 
should give the matter for publication 
to the papers of the community where 
tiemnt in the subject, for when it is 
seen that not a group, but the whole 
organization of Georgia women are 
interested, the men who are going to 
the legislature will realize that what 
these women want must be considered,

CABBAGE. 


By Jane Eddington. 

ABBAGE’/is one of the highly use- 
ful vegetables—almost as staple 
as the potato. Yet our best cook- 
books give it but slight attention and 
our doctors and nurses treat it with 
derision. It is indigestible, if not 
properly cooked; but, if rightly cooked, 

it is both delicate and digestible. 

About twenty-five minutes is re- 
quired to cook young cabbage and 
forty-five old. If it is cooked too long 
it is yellow or brown, instead of white 
or green, if the leaves were green. 
It should be tender and crips, not 
salvey nor strong of flavor, as is 
when overcooked,
